PRELIMINARY SKIRMISHES .

Probably because the National! 
Government has decided to send} 
divisions (about 20,000 strong in| 
all) to reinforce the Canton troops, 
the Ironsides have ~eved up to- 
wards the west of the North 
River and preliminary skirmishes 
between scouts and advance 
parties have been reported. 

Canton appenrs to be devoting 
more urgent attention to the Iron- 
sides than to the Kwangsi-ites who 
now have Wuchow and are resting 
uwhile before making 
move. Some of the troops evacu- 
uted’ from Wuchow have been 
transferred to the North River. 

The impression gained is that 
the Cantonese leaders believe they 
can prevent the Kwangsi-ites mov- 
ing down the West River and are 
of the opinion that the big thrust 
will be made by the ‘Tronsides. 

Unless the Ironsides hurry and 
Jaunch their general offensive in 
nw few days they are likely to be 
too late. 

The National Government has 
called for Chinese merchant ves- 
sels for use as tranaports and 
word has been sent to Canton to 
the effect that help will arrive in 
a week, which event they will be 
facing heavy odds.

Shameen Precautions 
Canton, Yesterday. 

Mr. J. Linaker. Officer Command- 
ing the Shameen Special Con- 
stabulary, has received orders to 
hold the Force in readiness for any 
alarm during the continued uncer- 
tainty during the present political 
situation, 

There is always the danger that 
retreating troops may attempt to 
force an entrance into Shameen for 
protection, or of victorious troops 
xetting out of hand and looking on 
Shameen as a ripe and tempting 
field for the ploughing, although 
only a remote possibility. 

It is reported from a_ fairly 
reliable source that 12,000 North- 
ern troops have been despatched 
by Marsha! Chiang Kai-shek from 
Nanking to support the .Canton 
administration, These will pro- 
ceed to this side of Wuchow, 
where they will be placed under 
the command of General Chan 
Chai-tong.—Our own Correspon- 
dent. :

HENRY FORD TO INCREASE 
WORKMEN'S WAGES 


THE MARKET DECLINE 
Washington, Yesterday.’ 

A second conYerence, with the object 
of organising the economic structure 
of the, United States against any gen- 
eral business ‘ depreciation, owing to 
the decline of security values, was 
held at White House between Presi- 
dent Hoover and a scpre of industrial 
and commercial leaders, after which a 
statement was issued that it had been 
dotermined that construction should be 
expanded in every idirection where 
Prudent, both public and private in 
order to prevent unemployment. 

Busineas men who participated in the 
conference expressed optimism in re- 
gard to the situation. 

Mr.’ Henry Ford announced that: he 
had decided to increase immediately the 
wages of all employees on the Ford 
plants, Subsequently,, Mr. Hoover and 
Mr. Davis, Secretary of Labour, re- 
ceived’ Mr. William Green, President 
of the American Federation of Labour 
and twelve other labour leaders, and 
assured them that no worker need 
fear losing his job as the result of the 
market decline.—Reuters’ American 
Service,

A new motor ship of the Osgka 
Shogen Kaisha, the “Buenos Aires 
Maru,” which was completed by 
the Mitsubishi Dockyard, Napasaki, 
Japan, at the end of last month, 
has been placed on the O.S.K.'s 
round-the-world service, 
and completed the first leg of her 
maiden voyage when she gitded 
into Hong Kong harbour at 4 
pm. on Tuesday, having made 
the direct run from Kobe to Hong 
Kong in the excellent time of 25 
minutes short of four days, { 

A Fine Test 
; The “Buenos Aires Maru,” 
which has a speed of 17 knots 
left the Japanese port at 4,25 
p.m. on November 16, and it was 
ealculated that she would make 
Hong Kong yesterday morning. 
However, without being forced at 
any time during the voyage, the 
vessel doing an average fo 16% 
knots throughout the run, she 
made port more than 15 hours 
before schedule time, in spite of 
the somewhat ‘high wind and sea 
which was encountered en route. 

The wind and sea' constituted a 
fine test of the “Buenos Aires 
Maru’s” steadiness, and she came 
through with flying colours. The 
voyage was pronounced by all.on 
board to be a very comfortable 
one, there being 8 conspicuous 
absence of voice or vibration, and 
for all the effect the’ wind and 
sen had on the vessel, excepting 
for the lapping of water against 
her sturdy hulk and the smell of 
paint peculiar to ships—particu- 
larly a new ship—one was apt to 
forget that one was at sea. 

On arrival in Hong Kong the 
“Buenos Afres Maru” made fast 
to the Al buoy in midstream and 
yesterday afternoon she was 
thrown open to visitors. From 
2.30 p.m. until almost dinner time 
hundreds of visitors—Japanese 
predominating, of course—went 
to and from the ship being con- 
veyed there and back to shores 
by launches of the OS.K., which 
carried on a regular ferry service 
leaving, Quecn’s Pier every half 
hour. 


‘Admirable Host 


On board the ship all visitors 
were courteously received by her 
| Commander (Captain T. Kamiashi) 
and Officers, After a sincere and 
warm welcome, visitors were taken 
jcharge of by various Officers, each 
one an admirable host, who im- 
mediately extended -a lavish hos- 
Pitality to thelr respective 
charges, and in less than five 
minutes everyone was feeling 
quite: at home. 

Tea cakes, tempting fruits, and 
stronger refreshers, too, were 
served in various parts of the 
bridge and boat decks—the sypaci- 
ous dining saloon on the former;

dah cafe, on the latter. After -re- 
freshments, the visitors were 
formed into various groups and 
conducted by the Officers on a 
tour of inspection of the ship.

Here purchase is an English phrase 
for an old-fashioned and homely idea,, 
says the "Pinancial News.” = It is 
simply that of spreading payments 
over an extended period of time for 
an article of which the purchaser 
comes into possession at once. As 
applicd fo a comparatively small 
range of durable consumption goods 
it has long been practised in t 
country, and is a recognised conve! 
ence for those with thrifty habits 
but slender purses. . The ehief dan- 
ger of which the consumer has to 
beware is the payment of too high @ 
price for the facility enjoyed, 

An entirely different atmosphere 
ia created when, Instead of hire pur- 
chase, we use the terms instalment 
trading and consumer credit. These 
are the names by which hire pur- 
chase in its much extended forms ary 
more commonly known in the Unit. 
et States, But it is there claimed 
to be something very different from, 
very much greater than, a mere con- 
venience for the leas wealthy classes 
of customer. It {is proclaimed as an 
application of a new’ end neglected 
economic priaciple whith makes po-- 
sible an immense eXiergion in the 
total volume of consumption and, in 
consequence, of production’ also. 
Clearly such a claim demands close 
examination, 

_ A Valuable Text-Rook 

The examination ig needed not mere- 
ly in order to prove or disprove an 
economic theory, The practice. has 
frown 80 rapidly in the United States 
and the social advantages attributed 
to it ure so tremendous that it becomes 
a matter of the first practical impor- 
tance to determine the degree of its 
justification. It is peculiarly oppor- 
tune, therefore, that Mr. W. F. Crick 
should have given us in “The Econo- 
mics of Instalment Trading and Hire 
Purchase," published by Sir Ysanc Pit. 
man and Sons, an extremely able dis- 
cussion both of the theoretical and 
practical napects of the subject. As a 
banker Mr. Crick possesses special 
qualifications for the task, since, as 
is obvious, the very centre of the 
whole problem is the ‘use, ‘and: abuse 
of credit, which is ossentially 2 matter 
for bankers. 

: A Form of Borrowing .

NEW MOTOR SHIP 


(Continued from Paget.) 

From here a visit was paid to 
the Social Hall, with Bar attach- 
ed, on the same (Boat) deck. 
Here the decoration is in modern 
Japanese style with upright piano 
and a cabinet gramophone both 
made in Japan,,the former beau- 
tifully finished in Jacquer effect 
with spread fan designs on the 
front panel. In addition to these 
musical instruments there are 
three portable yramophones which 
are available for use in any part 
of the ship. There is also n small 
library of English and Japanese 
books. The sitting accommoda- 
tion here are also very comfort- 
able, the tables and chairs being 
of a-light grey colour, a contrast 
to the dark brown colour scheme 
of the smoking room. The centre- 
piece of the wall decoration of 
the hall is a beautiful reproduc- 
stion of a classical Japanese scene 
—t masterpiece 450 years old. 

Spacious Dining Room 

A move was then made to the 
dining saloon on the bridge deck, 
This is a spacious and airy place 
with square windows on three 
sides and furnished with ten 
tables at each of which six din- 
ers can be accommodated, 80 
that 60 persons can  com- 
fortnbly have their meals here. 
In this saloon also is to be found 
| the delightful Japanese touch in 
the schemes of decoration, parti- 
cularly the buffet which ‘is essen- 
i tially native in design. 

After this the scribe lost all 
track of the various decks an to 
which he was taken in succession, 
suffice it to say that he was on 
four decks, all above water level, 
—boat, bridge, upper and ‘tween. 
Then, he was on the poop deck 
also. ' 
“On some of the decks are rows 
jof deck chairs from which one 
tcan enjoy the breeze whilst at 
\ sea, whilst on othér various kinds 
of deck games can. be indulged 
!in, It was learned also that in 
\the hot months a canvas swim- 
| ming pool can be erected on the 
* ship. 

Comfortable Quarters 
There is accommodation on the 

ship for 1,076 passengers and 137 
jcrew of which 37 care Officers. 
All, even the crew and steerage 
passengers are unusually comfort- 
tably quartered. Although it fs 


* not a luxurious ship, it was built 


with an eye for the passenger 
carrying business by giving 
scrupulous attention to the crea- 
ture comfort of all. 

In the first class there is ac- 
commodation for 60 passengers. 
These comprise two suite rooma 
(2 beds each), 25 staterooms (2 
beds each), and six single rooms. 

The difference between the 
suite rooms .and staterooms is 
that the former have beds fitted 
with brass posts, bathroom and 
tollet attached, and a closet in 
which cabin luggage can be put 
out of the way. The furniture in 
all the first class rooms, is the

We 
sugrest, however, that the nossibility 
of n new covering materia! for the 
Board of, Trade lifejacket should not 
be lost sight of, and that certain trials 
in sen-going ships of suitable 
materials should be mude. 

“We do not recommend any altera- 
tions in existing R.N.L.I. and Board 
of Trade lifejacket regulations,” 

The committee point out that a clear 
distinction must be made between life- 
jackets designed to fulfil the require- 
ments of the R.N.LJ. and those re« 
quired for the Merchant Navy. 

“Unlike the R.N.LI. patterns, the 
Merchant Navy pattern has to be de- 
signed not only to suit able-bodied 
men, but also all types of human 
beings who go down to the sea in 
ships—men, women and children, It 


must be so foolproof that it cannot be] .

RAILWAY SCANDAL 


Members of Old Japanese 
Ministry Involved 


Tokyo, Yesterday. 

Investigation of the railway 
scandal which resulted in’ the in- 
tlictment of the ex-Railway Minis- 
ter, Mr, Ogawa, hive revealed that 
not only members of the Tanaka 
Administration were involved, but 
also some conneeted with the pre- 
vious Ministry. 

Mr. Sango Satake, Parliament- 
avy vice-Minister of Railways in 
the Wakatsuki Cabinet, is now In- 
dicted, while accusations are even 
levelled against Mr. Wakatauki 
himself and other leaders of the 
Minseito Party, though it .is pro- 
that these charges ‘are ad- 
viurced for political purposes, and 
will prove unfounded. 

Nevertheless, the opinion is ex- 
pressed in some quarters that Mr. 
Wakatsuki ought to be replaced as 
hond of the Japanese Delegation to 
the London Conference, as it would 
be derogatory to Japan's honour to 
have a Chief Delegate who had been 
accused of venality, unless the ac- 
eugation had been defnitely  dis- 
proved, ‘ 

Enquiries in official quarters, 
however, appear to indicate that 
the charges are not taken seriously, 
and at present there is no intention 
of considering the question of a 
substitute-—Reuter

when he realised that further at- 
tempts to attract the attention 
of the ‘Bombala’ were — use- 
Jess, he atarted to swim towards the 
nearest shore, which was seven 
miles away, and he did not stop 
either to back-paddle or float until 
he was picked up nearly three hours 
Jater. H 

During the night he saw the 

‘ Hghts of a vessel in the near dis- 
tance but it was a false hope; she 
passed him half a mile away. He 
was not worried about sharks: A 
lighthouse, two miles from the 
mainland, acted as-a guiding light 
but he could eee the shore faintly. 
He passed near the light but realise 
ing that the rocks were too steep 
to climb he did not attempt to do 
so, He was picked up when he had 
about a mile to go to the mainiand. 
He felt he could have stayed the 
distance easily. 

“Throughout, the thought upper 
‘most in my brain,” he said, “was 
that I must reach the shore. I was 
pretty calm: it wis impossible for 
a human being to be absolutely so 
of course, but somehow I had no 
fear of drowning or of being taken 
by a shark. The Japanese treated 
me handsomely on board, they could 
fot have been kinder.” 

Never. Fear Death: 3 

Ure said, having been so close to 
death he would never fear it now. 

. Simply but firmly he declared that 
it waa obviously. an act of God; he

prayed to his Maker and had faith 
and now he sould never fear ‘death, 
‘It was hard to explain his attitude

YUNNAN . 


SERVICES FROM NANKING TO 
TAP SOUTHERN PROVINCES. 


THE “GOLDEN HORSE” 

Shortly after his return from 
Wuchow following the mishap to 
the airplane, “Golden Horse,” 
which has since been brought back 
to the Taishatau Aerodrome for re- 
pairs, a press representative called 
on Gen. Lau Pui-chuen, the Com- 
mander of the plane at the local 
office of the Yunnan Aviation 
Bureau, and learned in the course 
of the interview that the accident 
to the “Golden Horse” at Wuchow | 
not -serlous; the plane 
sustained slight damages only whilo 
Gen. Lau had received no serious 
injuries beyond a few brulses. 

Dwelling’ on-the project of the 
commercial air service between 
the capital and the Yunnan pro- 
vince, Gen, Lau said that there will 
be two routes, one from Nanking 
to Yunnan through  Kiangsu. 
Kiangsi, Hunan and Kweichow, 
while the other will be between 
Nanking and Yunnan with calls at 
Chekiang, Fukien,  Kwangtung, 
Kwangsi and Kweichow.

PROTEST AGAINST TYRANNY 
AND COLOUR BAR 


“RED” INFLUENCE DENIED 


Johannesburg, Yesterday. 
A meeting of native leaders made 
a statement very emphatically 
denying that the Third Inter- 
national was responsible for the 
unrest among the African peoples, 
and alleging that the Government 
was trying to arouse the whites in 
South Africa against the legitimate 
demands, of the African people, 
whose unrest was due to the 
economic pressure of the Govern- 
ment, which is in every way ob- 
structing the improvement of the 
economic status of the natives. 
Pretoria, Yesterday. 
The Government is appointing a 
native commission, to visit Durban 
and enquire into the native unfest. 
Johannesburg, Later. 
The meeting of native leaders 
represented the League of African 
Rights; the African Nationa! Con- 
gress, and local branches of the 
Industrial and Commercial Workers’ 
Union. In a statement it was de- 
elared that, the Third International 
had never been in communication 
or in close touch with the four 
nitive organisations, which chal- 
lenged Mr. Justice Pirow to publish 
the documents from Moscow which 
he stated ‘that his, department 
possessed. The meeting alleged 
‘that the Government was deter- 
mined to keep the natives in per- 
petual serfdom, and appealed to 
General Hertzog to reshuffle the 
Cabinet, which was 80 ambitious, 
and the South African “Mussolini,” 
.the present Minister of Justice, 
, Should the relegated to a less respon- 
‘sible post. The appeal added that 
the Government had ignored the 
natives’ request to treat them as 
|fellow citizens and had enacted an 
obnoxious legislation such as the 
colour bar act. “Therefore, it fs 
unnecessary to go to Moscow to find 
fomenters of trouble. We charge 
the Government with being the 
arch instrumentalists this time.’— 
Reuter. : 
Judge Challenged © 
Native leaders deny, .that they 
held a meeting. Kadalie, one of 
the lenders who is reported to 
have attended, explained that‘he 
had prepared a challenge for Mr. 
Justice Pirow and had been re- 
luctantly persuaded by friends to 
hand it over for publication. He 
declared that the alleged meeting 
had never been held.

MOTOR LORRY 


BUYER AND SELLER AT 
VARIANCE 


SUDGMENT GIVEN 


Judgment was delivered this 
morning at the Summary Court by 
Mr. Justice J. R. Wood in’ the 
ease in which the Tai Yau Motor 
Co. sued the Yuen Tal firm for 
the recovery of $950, being the 
purchase of a motor lorry. 

The defendant firm filed a coun- 
ter-claim on the ground that the 
lorry was not capable of carrying 
a load of 2 tons as warranted. 

Mr, A. E. Hall appeared for the 
plaintiffs and “Mr. D. L. Strellett 
was for the defendants. 

The Judgment 

In his judgment: his Lordship, 
said, inter alia:— 

I find the following facts to be 
established by the evidence? On 
March 18, 1929, the parties enter- 
ed into an agreement for the sale 
and purchase of a motor truck. 
The.contract was in writing. The 
price agreed was $1,160. On the 
date of the agreement, the motor 
truck was out of repair. It Is 
common ground that the seller, as 

a preliminary to the sale, agreed 
to put it Into good running order 
and condition, and also undertook 
that it should be fit to convey a 
Jond of two tons over the roads of 
the Colony. On signing the 
agreement, the buyer paid to the 
seller $100 on account, and he also 
paid a further $100 on April 2. 
On May 21, the seller announced 
that the truck was ready ‘for de- 
livery. 

Representative Satisfied 

It was examined on that day by 
the buyer’s representative, who 
tested its running capacity only, 
not its fitness to carry a “load. 
The representative was satlsfied. 
He gave a certificate in writing to 
this effect. 

On May 23, the seller deliver- 
ed the truck to Li Man, an agent 
of the buyer, who.came to the 
seller’s premises and drove it 
away. On the same day the buy- 
er loaded the truck with a load 
ef Jess than two tons. The truck, 
so loaded, broke down on the 
gradient of Stubb’s ‘Road. The 
buyer returned the truck to the 
seller on the same day with a re- 
quest for repairs. - 

On these facts I find that the 
property in the truck passed from 
the seller to the buyer on May 21, 
when the buyer’s representative 
signed the certificate of satisfac- 
tion with the condition of the 
truck, and, further, that delivery 
and acceptance under the contract 
of sale were completed on May 
23. 

: A Compromise! 

The buyer has formulated his 
defence on the plea of a breach 
by the seller of a condition of 
sale. In my opinion what has oc- 
curred amounts not to a breach 
of a condition, but to a brench of 
warranty. I decide in ‘favour of 
the buyer's plea to the effect that 
he may plead this breach of war- 
ranty in diminution of price. To 
what extent the price will ‘be 
thereby diminished may be prov- 
ed by evidence if either party see 
fit to produce it. 

A this stage 1 will make no 
order for costs, 

‘His Lordship further. remarked 
that the parties might first like to 
consider the ‘position together, be- 
fore further evidence might be 
heard fn respect of the breach of 
warranty.’ 

Both Mr. Hall and Mr. Strellett 
accepted the suggestion.
